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Teacher Incentive Program Is Proposed 


Menlo Park School Superintend- 
ent Melvile J. Homfeld has come 
up with a double barreled pro- 
posal aimed at rewarding distin- 
guished service by teachers and 
providing incentive for good teach- 
ers to upgrade themselves to the 
“superior” class. 

In a memorandum to the Board 
of Education, Homfeld recom- 
mends setting up four levels of 
teacher accomplishment, and 
studying the possibility of subsi- 
dized teacher travel to help them 
achieve higher professional abili- 
ties. 

This is what Homfeld has in 
mind for teacher status: 

1. Probationary and perma- 
nent teachers who would be paid 
in accordance with the District’s 
salary schedule, including finan- 
cial increments now in effect. 

2. Master teachers. This class 
would be subdivided into teach- 
ers who have master’s degrees 
and those with four “profession- 
al growth increments” earned in 
each of the first three acceptable 
blocks of 10 semester units of 
post graduate college work. 

3. Career teachers. The title, 
under Homfeld’s proposal, would 
be granted permanently and would 
carry a stipend of “not less than 
$500.” 

In his memorandum to trustees, 
Homfeld said these were his rea- 
sons for proposing such a pro- 
gram: 

‘I believe that among good 
teachers there are distinguishable 
degrees of excellence. I believe 
it is possible to distinguish the 
superior teacher from the less su- 
perior teacher. . . . I believe that 
having been recognized as a su- 
perior teacher, a teacher will con- 
tinue to render superior service, 
and I believe that good teachers 
who have failed to be recognized 
as superior will be motivated to- 
ward increased efforts, rather 
than deterred.” 

Homfeld gave most of his at- 
tention to establishing proce- 
dures for selection of career 
teachers, and additional duties 
which would devolve upon them. 

Under Homfeld’s proposal, ca- 

reer teachers would be required 
to make themselves available for 
not less than 10 additional working 
days a year to aid in development 
of curriculum, creation of instruc- 
tional! materials or other educa- 
tional master planning. He said 
the 10 days should fall at a time 
convenient to both the teachers 
and the District. 

He said every teacher with more 
than three successive years of 
service with the district constant- 
ly should be considered for pro- 
motion to career teacher status. 
Four channels for recommenda- 
tion to the superintendent, and 
then trustees, should be set up, 
Homfeld said. 

These include formation of a 
teachers’ promotion committee 
made up of five career teachers; 
the principals and vice-principals 
of individual schools be respon- 
sible for recommending promo- 
tion; permitting any teacher to re- 
quest consideration for promotion, 
and that any group of five teach- 
ers might recommend a teacher 
for promotion. 

Homfeld urged trustees to 
Study the possibility of a subsi- 
dized travel plan to enable teach- 
ers to improve their background 
of knowledge, understanding 
and experience. 

This would hold especially true 
for social science teachers, he said. 
“Social science teachers, because 
of vicarious rather than first-hand 
experiences, do not now do justice 
to the teaching of sociology, an- 
thropology, economics, human and 
physical geography and the gen- 
eral understanding of peoples out- 
side their own immediate environ- 
ment,” said Homfeld. 


“The financing of this program 
might very well be partially at the 
expense of the district and parti- 
ally at the expense of the teacher,” 
Homfeld said. “I feel sure that 
advantageous travel ararngements 
could be made if the purposes and 
goals of our plan were carefully 
explained.” 

Homfeld said teachers should be 
selected 14 months before actual 
leaving date. During that period 
the teacher would spend at least 
one evening a week and a summer 
at a college mutually acceptable, 
Homfeld said. 

Purpose of the college train- 
ing would be so teachers could 
learn appropriate languages, 
sociology, geography, history 

economics and other subjects 
which would lead to better un- 
derstanding of their travel areas, 
Homfeld said. 

“The services of such people as 
the consuls, foreign students and 
residents on the Peninsula, na- 
tionals of the countries to be 
visited, facilities of the World Af- 
fairs Council and Bay Area col- 
leges would be used,” according 
to Homfeld. 

He said teachers selected for 
travel also would be expected to 
learn at least one special tech- 
nique of recording, cataloguing or 
otherwise preparing material for 
presentation to district pupils 
when they return. 

Photography, sketching, water 
colors, tape recording, collection 
of artifacts and specimens would 
be useful in this line, said Hom- 
feld. 

He said the teachers’ itineraries 
would avoid typical tourist routes 
and would utilize services of edu- 
eators and social scientists in the 
countries visited. 


Businessmen 
To Return 
Teacher Visit 


Members of the Menlo Park 
Chamber of Commerce today will 
get a first-hand look “behind the 
scenes” into life at the public 
elementary schools. 

The occasion will be the first 
annual “Education-Business” day 
to be sponsored by the Chamber. 

All those who are able have 
been invited to visit classes and 
to hear talks from area educators, 
between the hours of 9:30 a.m. and 
1:30 p.m. 

During recent weeks, they’ve 
been registering and indicating 
preferences; in other words, 
whether they’d like to attend a 
Kindergarten class session, hear 
a discussion of remedial reading 
techniques, or view upper-grade 
classes in action in any one of 
several situations. 

The program will be varied ac- 
cording to the preferences shown; 
it'll conclude with a luncheon at 
Oak Knoll school. 

The idea the businessmen might 
be interested in what goes on in 
the schools followed naturally on 
the heels of an event earlier this 
year: 

“On Lincoln’s birthday, more 
than 90 per cent of the teachers in 
the Menlo Park Elementary School 
District gave up a paid holiday, to 
visit area business and industrial 
establishments. 

All of the teachers agreed that 
what they saw provided them with 
a new insight into the non-peda- 
gogical economy; many reported 
also that they were surprised by 
what they saw and in finding that 
industries don’t operate in old- 
fashioned “factories” which tra- 
ditionally they are supposed to. 


Summer School 
To Be Opened 
Here This Year 


Menlo Park Schools will hold 
its first “summer session” for 475 
city youngsters this summer. 

The four-week session will run 
from June 15 through July 10. 
Sixteen teachers, a principal and 
a vice-principal will staff the sum- 
mer school. 

Classes will be held at Hillview 
School, but the children registered 
are from all the schools in the 

district. 

The curriculum will include ,an 
enrichment program for the_sec- 
ond through eighth grades. 

Each class for second through 
fifth grades consists of a four- 
hour session with a basic, “core” 
subject. These “core” subjects 
are: for the second grade, com- 
munity science; for the second- 
third combination and the third 
grade, social studies; and for 
the fourth and fifth grades, U.S. 
economic geography. 

The fifth through eighth grades 
will be offered electives meeting 
for various hours. Electives are: 
typing, study techniques, science, 
English composition, public speak- 
ing, and world history and geog- 
raphy. 

Fundamental classes in reading, 
writing and arithmetic, are offered 
at all levels. All fundamental 
classes meet for four hours. 

Nearly 800 students returned 
pre-registration forms for the sum- 
mer session, but many did not 
meet the January 16 deadline. 

The schools have not been able 
to accept late registrants. Because 
of the tremendous interest in sum- 
mer sessions, Menlo school offi- 
cials hope to expand the summer 
school next year. 


School Trustee: Forgotten 
Man in American Education 


The forgotten man in American education is the school 
trustee. He has a most important role to play in the schools, 
but the job he does often goes unnoticed. 

What makes a school board member run for office? 

It isn’t money, for the school trustee receives no compensation 
whatever, not even for travel expenses to and from meetings, 

It isn’t to increase business because, according to law a 
board member may not carry on any business transaction with 


the school district he is serving. i 


Some businessmen board members actually suffer a business 
loss when they become a trustee. 

It isn’t for political advantage, because the commonly 
accepted ethical code of school trustees ‘will not allow them 
to use board membership as a political stepping stone. 

It isn’t because it is an easy job. The typical board member 
spends 200 hours a year at trustee meetings. 

It isn’t because as a board member he can make a lot of 
friends. As a matter of fact, school controversies sometimes arise 
which may lose him friends. 

School trustees serve because they feel it is their duty as 
citizens to protect a precious instrument of democracy, the Ameri» 
can public school. 

They serve their state in seeing that local schools comply 
with state laws. And they serve their community in secing that 
the people get the kind of school they want, within the frame- 
work of state requirements.

Study Committees Seek Ways 
Of Improving District Offerings 


The Curriculum Advisory Committee of the Menlo Park PTA 
has completed a six-month study of the elementary schools. 

Four sub-committees studied the curriculum in general; pro- 
visions made for grouping, classifying and promoting children; 

gpersonnel practices of the district and the level of Menlo Park 
students’ attainment. 

The groups were headed by Dr. William Tevis, Mrs. Richard 
Neal, George Robertson, and Dr. Sam Eagle, respectively. 

Each group has submitted a detailed report of its findings 
to the Board of Trustees. 

Their major recommendations are reprinted here. 

The sub-committee studying Menlo students’ attainment 
reported: 

The level of student ability in the Menlo Park City School 
District is relatively high. While the median IQ for the nation 
is 100, the median IQ of the Menlo Park children is 115. Fifty 
per cent of the children in the nation have IQ’s below 100, but

Some members of the committee felt that the employment 
of an additional consultant or curriculum coordinator to plan and 
supervise a well-defined program for the more capable pupils 
would be helpful. 

Others felt that this can best be accomplished by using the 
same funds to increase teaching salaries ,provide more instruc- 
tional materials and further reduce class size. 

5 The sub-committee studying provisions our schools make 
aie for grouping, classifying and prompting children recommended 
ank, that a re-evaluation be made of the report card. At the present 


time children in grades 4-8 are assigned letter grades in the 
various subject areas as follows: 

A— Pupils doing outstanding work in the class. 

B— Pupils doing well above average but not outstanding. 

C — Average for the class; usually above grade level. 

D — Below average and quite possibly below grade level, but 

still an acceptable grade. 

F — Unacceptable accomplishment. 

Because Menlo Park classes are herterogeneous as to ability, 
the teacher determines grades from the comparison of pupils in 
the room. For a child of low ability working to capacity, a D 
grade, with an occasional C for morale purposes, is given. The 
child doing outstanding work, but because of superior ability not 
working up to capacity, gets an A grade because our system is 
comparative as to accomlishment, not effort. The problem of effort 
» in this case would be a topic for discussion at the parent-teacher 

conference. 

The committee recommends that the report card be re- 
evaluated so that more weight be given to effort rather than 
competitive achievement. Also, since the average eighth grader 
in Menlo Park is able to read almost at the eleventh grade level, 
a C grade is inappropriate for such a student. 

Menlo, Park was the first district in California to hold parent- 
teacher conferences in grades 1-8 and while the conference pro- 
gram is well developed, techniques for improving parent-teacher 
communication in the conference situation should be further in- 
vestigated.

The sub-committee also pointed out that the 


need for a science-math consultant to coordinate the enrich- 
ment program, and an increase of library personnel to better in- 
struct pupils in library usage is indicated. 

The sub-committee encouraged the school administration 
to further its study of “ungrade primary,” wherein grade level 
delineation is erased; and encouraged inclusion of foreign langu- 
ages in the curriculum and stated that the special interest and 
elective program such as currently in effect in grade 7-8 should 
be expanded to grades 4 - 6. 

The sub-committee studying what additions or deletions 
should be made in the curriculum stated: 

The school administration seemed quite aware of the dis- 
trict’s position, both in the strong subjects, and those deserving 
more attention. That many of the committee’s suggestions parallel 
action already being taken by the administration. 

They recommended the introduction of an organized _pro- 
gram of instruction in one or more foreign languages at an early 
grade level. 

Teaching methods and personnel are inseparable from cur- 
riculum considerations since a teacher’s training and interest will 
often alter his emphasis on particular subjects, it is vital to main- 
tain a coordination curriculum program with over all direction 
and supervision throughout the district. Toward this end con- 
tinuation of the district’s in-service education program should be 
encouraged. 

The basic elementary textbooks are prescribed and furnished 
by the state. Continued purchase of supplementary textbooks 
and materials is necessary to meet the unique needs of pupils of 
Menlo Park’s caliber. 

Continued articulation with the high school is necessary so 
that qualified elementary graduates can complete a program of 
advanced placement in such -subjects as algebra, science and 
foreign language.

Menlo Park School District has 
been urged to reconsider its stand- 
ards of teacher selection in an 
effort to cut down pedagogical 
turnover. 

The subcommittee on personal 
practices of the PTA Curriculum 
Advisory Committee said in a re- 
cent report that half the total 
teaching staff left the district dur- 
ing the last two academic years. 

“The pattern of short-time em- 
ployment is a costly one to main- 
tain in terms of the recruiting 
and indoctrination effort re- 
quired,” said the subcommittee. 
This effort, according to the 
committee “could better be 
spent in developmental training 
of career minded teachers.” 

In urging a new look at stand- 
ards, the subcommitee said, “We 

recommend that, while the employ- 
ment techniques utilized are com- 
plete, the standards of experience, 
demonstrated career intent, atti- 
tude about personal obligations 
and real motivation be thoroughly 
reconsidered in an effort to reduce 
this continual need to re-staff.” 

In its report the subcommittee 
Said more than half the teach- 
ers who left voluntarily during 
the two years left for such rea 
sons as pregnancy, marriage or 
graduation or transfer of a hus- 
band. A quarter of the teachers 
who left voluntarily did so to 
get higher paying jobs or to ac- 
cept promotions. 

One-fifth of the teachers who 
left during the two year period 
did so voluntarily during the pro- 
bationary period, the subcommit- 
tee said. 

The subcommittee compiled its 
findings from interviews, exami- 
nation of employment information 
and inquiries sent to teachers who 
had left the district. 

The district was urged to sup- 
plement the subcommittee’s sur- 
vey by continuing follow-up of 
former teachers in an attempt to 
more conclusively determine the 
cause for the district’s turnover 
rate. 

Teacher salary increases based 
solely on continued employment 
drew fire from the subcommittee. 

“The present salary structure is 
seen as having little content of 
real merit recognition,” said the 
subcommittee. “The provision for 
rewarding professional training by 
salary increases is satisfactory so 
long as the board (of trustees) 
closely defines the accepted train- 


“ing. But salary increases solely on 


the basis of continued employ- 
ment defeats any real merit pro- 
posal.” 

The subcommittee also urged 
setting up a salary schedule for 
principals beginning no lower than 
the highest teacher salary level.

Men Are Invading 
Elementary Schools 


A man-size revolution is rum- 
bling through elementary schools. 

It’s sparked by the record num- 
bers of men who are turning 
“schoolmarm,” something  prac- 
tically unheard of in primary 
school before World War II. 

They’re young men—most of 
them under 35—veterans of bat- 
tles from Saipan to Salerno—with 
medals and ribbons to prove it. 

Today, they’re on the front 
lines of a peaceful revolution 
which educators think may be the 
most significant change in post- 
war education.

Most gardeners love their work, 
the outdoor air, nature and most 
of all, flowers.

George Goslowsky, custodian 
with the Menlo Park Elementary 
School District for the past two 
years, is one who does.

‘Atlantic’ Article Says Many Odd 
Jobs ‘Dumped’ into Curriculum 


“There are signs today that the 
public school has become society’s 
dumping ground, that the public 
school system has become a vast 
refuse heap for any and every un- 
wanted service or task that other 
social or governmental institutions 
and agencies find too tough to 
handle.” 

So begins an article in the 
March, 1959, issue of the Atlantic 
Monthly. It was written by Menlo 
Park School District Superintend-

are in fact social therapists, psy- 
chologists and psychiatrists who 
are in fact mental therapists, 
and even medical doctors who 
help not in the physical educa- 
tion of children but in the ther- 
apy which might lead to the cor- 
rection of physical deficiencies,”

has become, according to response 
of other educators, the topic of 
discussion all over the nation. 

“The community, the home, 
and to: some extent even the 
church have used the public 
schools to relieve their con- 
sciences of feelings of guilt by 
passing on unfinished business 
which they have found too diffi- 
cult of accomplishments or just 
burdensome,” the article con- 
tinues. 

In explaining how he came to 
write the story, Dr. Homfeld says 
that he first organized the mate- 
rial for it, in order to make a 
speech before a local service club. 

The talk proved so popular that 
Homfeld polished it up a bit and 
gave it before a second service 
club, 

After that, he reports, he had 
it typed and sent it off to the na- 
tional magazine, and a notice of 
its acceptance arrived almost by 
return mail. 

As one example of how other 
institutions foist jobs on the school 
system, Dr. Homfeld says, in the 
“Atlantic” article: 

“Law enforcement agencies, 
highway enegineers, automobile 
designers and manufacturers, and 
traffic experts have created or 
permitted to be created a seem- 
ingly insoluble problem of mass 
murder and mayhem on our high- 
ways. 

“When society wanted to find 

a solution, it turned to the pub- 
lic schools and said, ‘Here, how 
about teaching us to drive safe- 
ly? We haven’t been able to 
teach our selves.’ And so driver 
education is a standard course 
of study for our youngsters.” 

In his example of how the home 
sometimes delegates its responsi- 
bilities in training to the schools, 
Dr. Homfeld cited the example 
posed by a ’teen-age girl who 
swished into the living room of 
her home, where her mother had 
a bridge game in progress, ignored 
the guests, plundered the hors 
d’oeurves and then departed while 
her mother commented: 

“And here is the kind of man- 
ners they teach our kids in high 
school.” 

Beyond this, the article points 
out that industries have brought 
pressure to bear to require the 
public schools to provide appren- 
ticeship training for various kinds 
of jobs, and working mothers 
worked through their legislators 
to force the establishment of child 
care centers. 

“A task even more difficult than 
these is being slowly pushed onto 
the school: correcting emotional 
and social Shortcomings of chil- 


dren,” the article in the Atlantic 
declares.

craft courses, to the arts. 

Besides this, “Each school house 
and plant must be operated as a 
community center for recreation 
and civic activities for both young 
and old,” it continues. “and then, 

of course, we have to teach read- 
ing, writing, arithmetic, spelling, 
geography, history and langauge 
as well.” 

Dr. Homfeld then goes on to 
predict some changes which he 
sees for school agencies of the 
future. These include longer 
school years, more academic sub- 
ject matter, different methods 
of grouping children for instruc- ¢ 
tion, and the like. 

More federal aid to schools will 
become the pattern, he said, and 
some of the more marginal sub- 

jects will be dropped from the 
curriculum. 

Then the article concludes: 

“The schools should set goals 
that are attainable and should not 
over-commit their ability to serve. 

“Let them refuse to accept re- 
sponsibilities which are beyond 
their capabilities and refuse to

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Behind the Scenes -- Community 


Public support of the schools 
of the community is constantly re- 
affirmed in Menlo Park. 

On no occasion was it more dra- 
matically demonstrated that the 
people of the community are in- 
terested in good schools, than on 
that of last month’s passage of the 
district’s $485,000 bond issue. 

More than 300 volunteers from 
throughout the district, working 
under expert leadership, cam- 
paigned actively for several weeks 
to put the bond issue across. The 
result was that 35 per cent of the 
districts’ voter got to the polls; 
the bond issue measure passed by 
a margin of two and a half to one. 

Heading the campaign were 
James Lang of 337 Linfield place 
in Menlo Park and E. E. Ferrey 
of 1 Manzanita road in Atherton. 
Ferrey earlier this month report- 
ed to the school board on the me- 
chanics of how the organization 
was set up. 

School District Superintend- 
ent Dr. Mel Homfeld, mean- 
while, points out that at no time 
during the campaign were any 
school administrators or per- 
sonnel called on to fill in where 
volunteers were needed. 

The citizen volunteers them- 
selves ran the whole campaign. 

In his summary of how the cam- 
paign went, Ferrey noted that it 
actually got started in December, 
when he and Lang began speculat- 
ing on what would have to be 
done to get voter approval of the 
issue. 

“We felt,” he says, “that if the 
school district’s board of trustees 
took a sound public relations ap- 
proach to its actions, and that if 
the same public relations pattern 
were followed by a well organized 
citizens committee, the voters 
would approve the issue by a 
good majority.” 

During the first part of Janu- 
ary, Ferrey and Lang conferred 
individually with board mem- 
bers, and assured themselves that 
the bond issue proposal was a 
sound one. On Jan. 29, Lang was 
named head of the citizens’ com- 
mittee for the bond issue, and Fer- 
rey took over public relations and 
publicity assignments. 

On Jan. 31, a name was selected 
for the group, “Citizens for Edu- 
cation.” 

“It had the general, all-inclu- 
sive word ‘citizens’ rather than 
‘parents’ or ‘taxpayers’. And it 
referred to ‘education’ rather 
than ‘new school’ or ‘bond issue,’ 
Ferrey recalls. 

“In fact,’ he went on, “we had 
already decided that we would not 
use the term ‘bond’ in literature 
and publicity, since it has the con- 
notation of higher taxes and is a 
‘red flag’ in many people’s minds.” 

After contacts with the several 
PTA groups in the district, the 
citizens’ committee met and as- 
signments were made. The group 
included 11 persons, plus three 
advisors. 

Regular members included a 
vote campaign chairman, a kof- 
fee klattsch chairman, finance 
chairman, clubs and organizations 
chairman,, public relations chair- 
man, and the president of the five 
PTAs. 

“We decided that our plan 
would call for something between 
a big, noisy, ‘beat the drum’ cam- 
paign and a quiet, behind-the- 
scenes approach,” Ferrey reports. 
It was designed to engender en- 
thusiasm and interest, but not to 
be so blatant as to encourage op- 
position to organize. 

“We knew that, despite all oth- 
er efforts, we might not win the 
election if the vote campaign com- 
mittee failed to achieve the goals 
we set. 

“Wwe wanted every registered 
voter in the district to be talked 
to personally by a neighbor who 
was backing the proposal,” Fer- 
rey continues. 

“Bach PTA president appointed 
a person to serve on the vote cam- 
paign committee. Eventually, 
about 250 women were selected to 
assist the committee.”

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First, of course, came a cam- 
paign to get voters registered. 

At about the same time, litera- 
ture was prepared. Each of the 
250 women who were to call on 
neighbors was provided with a 
five-page leaflet giving answers 
to questions which it was felt 
were most apt to be asked. 

And, in addition, professional 
advertising men were invited to 
lend their services in the prepara- 
tion of a brochure to be distribut- 
ed to 6000 area homes, telling in 
an eye-catching and _ attractive 
manner what the bond issue was 
all about. 

Meanwhile, the vote campaign 
committe got more scientific in 
its selection of prospects. 

After a check of precinct lists, 
the names of voters who were de- 
finite ‘yes’ voters were ascertain- 
ed: definite “no” voters were also’ 
identified. 

Those who had no definite 
opinions either way were then 
contacted, and a “selling job” 
was put on. 

All this activity took time, and 
election day was near at hand. 

The day before the election, the 
“yes” voters were telephoned and 
reminded of the voting. 

The next day, three hours be- 
fore the polls closed, precinct lists 
were checked again and school dis- 
trict patrons who had not yet cast 
their ballots were called. Baby- 
sitter and transportation services 
were made available to those who 
otherwise might not be able to 
get to the polls. 

The public relations committee 
also had leaflets printed which 
were handed to home-bound com- 
muters at the Atherton and Menlo 
Park railroad stations, on election 
day. 

The results of all this are now 
history, of course. But the en- 
dorsement which the voters gave 
their schools in the March 31 elec- 
tion is indicative of more than 
that; it shows continuing strong 
community support of the educa- 
tion program of the district.

oe when class groups of the Menlo Park School District take 
field trips to points of interest, the community’s support for the 
schools becomes evident in another way. Many mothers partici- 
pate periodically in “station wagon parades” to area points of 
interest, thus relieving the load on the district’s buses. 
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
